slcme counties have asked if the In-Home Supportive Services
[iHH5) Case Management Information System (CMIPS) can he used
tor nther than IHSS cases. If other types of cases (e.g., Adult
Protective Services cases) are entered into CMIPS, the foliowing
could occur:

0 CMIFS could become overloaded preventing the
acceptance of IHSS data.

0 ALl CMIPS on line response time would be
increased.

o] The time reguired to generate IHSS reports would
be increased.

o False IHSS data would be generated, i.e., counting
non~-I1HSE cases/transactions as IHSS cases/
transactions.

The “MIFS was deslgned to be used exclusively for the 1HSES
Frogram. As Indicated above, it is counterproductive to use

it for any other type of case or program need at this tlime.
Although the system might be expanded to serve some additional
programs in the future, at present only IHSS fiscal, case and
payroll data should be entered, consistent with the training and
instructions which have been provided to all counties. We are
asking each county to cooperate in order to continue the efforts
toward refinement of CMIPS for maximum effectiveness as an
instrument for IHS$S case management, program management and
payrolling. In the event that any county fails to comply with
the authorized use of CMIPS, the Department will take strong
corrective action.
